Chicago, July 4.—The wave ,of 
weather under which the central 
pweltered last week showed no: abatement 
today. 

From Pittsburg to Kansas City and from 
Chicago south cloudless skies and a blaz- 
ing sun left a record of preéstrations and 
death which has seldom been equaled for 
the early days of July. 

Throughout the entire district the mer- 
cury registered close to 100 in the shade 
during the day, and the number of pros- 
trations went into the hundreds. 

Cincinnati, with a maximum temperature 
of 9% degrees, showed the highest death 
rate, six deaths resulting out of a total 
of fifty prostrations, but there were many 
fatal cases at other points. 

In Chicago the mercury registered close 
to 9 degrees for the greater part of the 
day, and there were over a score of pros- 
trations. 

Two men were killed during the after- 
noon, Albert Lamberg, a carpenter, and 
Henry Bechling, a teamster. 

Several other cases are critical. 

At midnight a severe thunder storm swept 
over the city, sending the mercury down 
several points and bringing a welcome re- 
lief.

FOURTEEN DIE OF THE HEAT. 


Cincinnati Had 102 to 106 in the 
Shade Yesterday. 

Cincinnati, July 4.—This has been the 
hottest day in the present torrid spell. The 
weather bureau showed the mercury at 
9% at 2 to 4 p. m. and its maximum at 6 
p. m. The sky was cloudless all day and 
but few people ventured on the stréets. 
Fifty prostrations and fourteen deaths are 
reported at 9 o’clock tonight. Local ther- 


, mometers showed from 102 to 106 in the 
' shade during the afternoon. The mercury 


at 9 o’clock stood at 9 degrees. 

While there were fifty cases of sunstroke 
in the city that required removal to the 
hospitals or their homes, it is estimated 
that there were fifty lighter cases, the 
victims of which went home without assis- 
tance. Of the class requiring medical 
attention, ten cases were quite serious.

Crowds Found Little Comfort Even on 
Ferry Boats. :

BROKE THE RECORD IN ROME. 


Thermometer Showed 101 Degrees in 
the Shade. 

‘Rome, July 4.—(Special.)44All previous 
records ever known in this city were brok- 
en today when the thermometer reached 
an unprecedented height of 101 degrees in 
the shade. 

Friday the mercury went to 98 degrees, 
yesterday it touched'100, but today breaks 
all records. 

There has-been more genuine. suffering 
from heat in Rome today: than there has 
been in years, though no prostrations have 
as yet been reported. ! 

Reports from above here state heavy 
rainfalls up the Oostanaula river, and the 
farmers are all feeling good, as their crops 
were simply burning up. 


CAROLINA HAS AN ICE SHOWER. 


Hail Stones Beat Right Through the 
Tops .of Houses. 


Yorkville, S. C., July 4.—(Special.)—R. L. 
Campbell, a large farmer of the Bethel 
neighborhood, this gounty, was in York- 
ville yesterday, and gave a graphic 4ac- 
count of a terriffic hailstorm, which devas- 
tated his section a few days ago 

“The storm,” said Mr. Campbell, ‘“‘came 
up very suddenly. I was out in a cotton 
field at the time, and the first thing I 
noticed was a great chunk of a black cloud 
with a strange ‘headligh-like glow in 
front. It was appr&aching so rapidly and 
looking so threatening that I thought it 
would be a good idea to make for a ten- 
ant house. Several of the farm hands had 
run for the same place and’by the Ume we 
were well undur shelter the storm broke in 
all its fury. Of all the situationg I have 
ever been in, it was the most scarry. 
There was not much water. It was pr.nci- 
pally a shower of ice. The roof of the 
tenant house was good, but in less than 
two minutes the hail had beaten oft the 
boards and was pelting us so unmercifuily 
that we were forced to crawl under beds 
for shelter. The whole thing, I suppose, 
lasted five minutes. 

“When I went out and took a look at 
the landscape,’’ continued Mr. Campbell, 
“the scene made me sick. Where a littie 
while before I had a hundred acres of as 
fine wheat as is ever raised in the county, 
and acres and acres of cotton and corn, 
there was nothing but a barren waste, 
white fn spots with layers of ice. The 
crops with the exception of a few small 
skips were completely annihilated. In 
fact most of the land looked as if it had 
just been prepared for sewing wheat or as 
if a pea crop had been turned under. 

“Next day I decided that perhaps some of 
the wheat that had not been beaten into the 
ground might be saved and put the ne- 
groes to work with a couple ot horse rakes 
raking it up, and along with the wheat, 
they raked up thirty-seven dead rabbits, 
together with an almost countless number 
of small birds of different kinds.’”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Campbell said that a 
large number of chickens had been killed 
about his yard, and almost every glass had 
been broken out of his dwelling house. 
The track of the storm was about half a 
mile in width and some three miles long. 

Several other farmers besides Mr. Camp- 
bell, including Representative L. K. Arm- 
strong, sustained heavy damage. 


WAR, WHISKERS AND 
WATSON MINGLE 


Nashville Is Rapidly Filling Up with 
Members of Populist Party. 


GEORGIAN WILL GUIDE THEM 


Meeting Without the Sanction of the 
Organization Will Go On. 


MARION BUTLER WILL READ OUT CROWS 


Indications Are That the Late Vice 
Presidential Candidate Will Con- 
trol the Meeting.

Nashville, Tenn., July 4.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—A great many more pop- 
ulists have come here to attend their party 
conference than was expected, and the air 
of the hotel lobbies tonight is full of war, 
Whiskers and Watson. The fact that Wut- 
son is not visible to the journalistic eye does 
not affect his atmospheric presence, end 
the commingling of war and whiskers is 
taken as evidence that Tom is.either here 
in hiding or is on his way. The convention, 
Which meets tomorrow. will do what he 
wants it to do, but it is generally believed 
that he is too shrewd a politician to at- 
tempt to manipulate it at long range. 

It is a little inaccurate, if not unfair, 
to refer to this as a populist convention, 
because it is meeting without the sanction 
of the party organization, and has not 
the approval of the actual party leaders. 
It will claim, however. to *be’ the only 
genuine party of that name, and will point 
with pride,to the fact that it is labeled 
with the signature of Tom Watson, with- 
out which none are genuine. But by. the 
time it will have concluded its delibera- 
tions it will have inaugurated divorce pro- 
ceedings against the Butler end of the 
family, and a new party will have been 
born. 

This will be the Tom Watson party. He 
will be its national chairman, its editor-in- 
chief and its quadrennial candidate for 
president of the United States. Just how 
big it will be no man is in a position to 
tell with even reasonable accuracy today, 
because there is no possible basis of fact 
on which to make an estimation.» The Wat- 
son people say that it will be made up 
of the old populist party in its entirety; 
with the exception of Marion Butler. The 
Rutler people say that it will consist of 
Tom Watson. Between tthe two an in- 
telligent reader, already acquainted with 
the fact that a large portion of the people’s 
party has already gone back to democracy, 
may be able to figure out a satisfactory 
conclusion. ¢ 

Butler has some friends here, but they 
are in so hopeless a minority that when 
the resolution to repudiate the populistic 
national chairman comes up, the most 
they can do is to talk. Watson wants a 
new party, but he is anxious

Watson thinks they should, and, after this

Of course what the conference does will 
be merely of an advisory character, because 
it has no Other authority, but advice com- 
ing from a national convention would not 
be more significant. Thirty-four states are 
represented here tonight, and the middle- 
of-the-roaders control every delegation. 
Most of them do not know what they are 
here for, but thev are willing to join with 
enthusiasm in anything which will give 
them a chance to whoop. If they are 
divided at all equally on any question, it 
is on that which concerns the formation 
of an entirely new party. It is by no means 
évident that a majority of them are willing 
to surrender the old name and the old 
flag. 

Even Watson may strike a snag there, 
but it won’t worry him. The party will be 
new in men and measures if not in name, 
and that is all he wants. mm.” .G.

BOY KILLED BY A TRAIN. 


Accident Occurred During a Blinding 
Rainstorm. | 

Columbia, S. C., July 4.—(Speciadl.)—An 
eight-year-old boy was killed four miles 
from Columbia by a train on the Columbia, 
Newberrv and Laurens road under some- 
what singular circumstances. 

Engineer W. D. Graham was in charge 
of the train.

Three 
of the parties jumped. one being the 
father of the dead voy, named Frank 
Washington. William did not move as fast 
as the others and the engine, which had 
all but stopped, hit him in the back, knock- 
ing bim off. 

The boy’s father says the rain was fall- 
ing so hard at the time that none of them 
heard the ‘train till it was almost upon 
them. 


FOURTEEN BODIES RECOVERED.

CAPT. KEEBLE LEAPS T0 DEATH 


ENGLISHMAN JUMPS FROM THE 
BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 


Strikes the Water with a Splash and 
the Captain Is Never Seen 
Again.

New York, July 4.—Another candidate for 
fame met death today in jumping from the 
Brooklyn bridge. He was Captain W. C, 
Keeble. who had a reputation for jumping 
from bridges and masts of vessels. 

The bridge people tried to “trap” the 
coming event on Saturday evening. The 
police ordered three patrolmen stationed 
at either end of the bridge, while an offi- 
cer in ecitizen’s clothes was sent to watch 
at the house, where it was learned that 
Keeble stopped. The officer ‘remained there 
until 9:30. o'clock a. m., when he returned 
to the bridge office. 

Two hours later Keeble, with three com- 
panions, left the house in a coach and 
d&ove to the Catherine street ferry, where 
they crossed over to Brooklyn and from 
there went to the bridge entrance, paio 
their fare and proceeded slowly to the 
highest span, where the coach stopped and 
the party alighted. Officer Grady, who 
was some distance away, saw Keeble 
climb to the top of the rail, and running 
toward him, shouted to him to stop. Be- 
fore he could reach him the man leaped 
feet foremost. 

His body made two complete revolutions 
before it reached the water, 14 feet be- 
low, where it struck with a splash, and 
was not seen afterward. The police afe 
rested the driver of the coach, Antonio 
Montore, Dunbar McDonald, Michael Kerr 
and William Reed, with three others; also 
Lawrence Spreke and George Church, whu 
had been stationed as lookouts to watch 
for the. police. They wére all taken to 
the police bridge station and locked wp. 

Keeble was formerly a sengéant in Cox- 
ey’s army, and up to four years ago, a 
waiter in a restaurant. WHe left his em- 
ployment to make such a reputation as 
the jump would make him. He was an 
Englishman, thirty-two years old and 
unmarried. He took the fatal leap in a 
sweater, drawers and a pair of shoes.

Large beyond all questioning are the feet 
of the gentleman who hails from the Cum- 
berland, but ‘the other day, to the great 
delectation of his fellow senators, he suc- 
c-eded in placing both in his mouth.

But Wellington does attract atre tion 
from another reason. That ia the surprise 
and disappointment he creates in the hearts 
of southern republicans. I have heard ex- 
pression of this surprise many rimes since 
the capitol became the mecca for office 
hunters under this administration. On in- 
vestigation I discovered that aver since 
4118 election the republican senator from 
Maryland has beeW made something of & 
hero among southern republicans and thai 
his failure to size up tothe role ts a source 
of great sorrow to these men who want to 
be his admirers. 

As I recall it, I felt the same sort of dis- 
appointment the first time I saw Welling- 
ton, but this was due to another réason.

The other replied 
that there were plenty of others he could 
take. Briffle attempted to use force, when 
the white man shot him through the body 
just over the heart. The slayer in the con- 
fusion among the passengers stepped off, 
disappearing in the darkness. No one 
knew him. 


NEW YORK HAS SUNDAY BLAZE. 


Store and Heavy Stock of Goods Were 
Destroyed. 

New York, July 4—‘‘The Louvre,” a dry 
goods, millinery and house furnishing goods 
emporium at Nos. 2733 and 2735 Third ave- 
nue, which was about to be opened by 
Henry Rosenthal ang Isaac Weil, was de- 
stroyed by fire today. The loss will exceed 
$100,000. The structure, which was built of 
brick, was two stories high and had an 
iron front. 

The fire was first discovered in the top 
floor, but before tne engineers arrived the 
entire structure was ablaze. 

At the time of the outbreak of the flames 
religious services were being held in the 
Refomm church, close by. The pastor, fear- 
ing a panic, dismissed the congregation. 

While endeavoring to put out the flames, 
aman named C. H. Hawthorne had his 
hands badly burned and Jacob Hock, a 
fireman, was overcome by the heat. 

The flames spread to the drug store of 
Isaac Snyder, next door, and the interior 
of the cottage of George H. Henshaw, at 
14 Fifteenth street, was destroyed. The 
losses are estimated as folows: 

Isaac Snyder, $60,000. 

Messrs. Weil and Rosenthal, 
$70,000, and building, $10,000. 

Henshaw, $10,000. 

A short time before the first broke out 
Henry Rosenthal and Leo Kauffman were 
seen in “‘The Louvre.” Rosenthal explain- 
ed to the police that he had entered the es- 
tablishment for the purpose of making out 
a list of employees and arranging business 
details in connection with the opening, 
which had been set for July 6th. 


INTENSE HEAT CAUSES BIG FIRE 


Iron and Steel Works Burn, Entailing 
a Loss of $100,000. 


Cincinnati, O., July 4.—A special to The 
Commercial Tribune from Akron, O., says: 
‘‘"The shafting department of the Akron 
Tron and Steel Company’s works was com- 
pletely destroyed by fire today. The loss 
was $100,000, fully covered by insurance. 

The building was 300 feet long and two 
stories high. It was equipped with much 
valuable machinery which, together with 
a large amount of finished steel’and iron, 
was lost. The fire was calsed by the in- 
tense heat. 


BATESVILLE HAS A BIG FIRE. 


Arkansas Town Suffers a Loss of Over 
Fifty. Thousand Dollers. 

Batesville, Ark., July 4.—The most dis- 
astrous fire that has occurred in this city 
swept over the principal business portion 
of Batesville today, entailing a loss of 
property of $50,000, and may result in the 
loss of several lives.

MINERS: STRIKE. 
BECINS TODAY 


Struggle for Higher Wages Com- 
Mmences Now in Earnest 


FIVE STATES ARE INVOLVED 


Largest Convention Ever Known Declares 
for a General Walkout 


NO PROPOSITION FROM THE OWNERS 


If the Diggers All Quit and Stand To- 
gether There Are Chances for 
Success--Meetings Held Yes- 
terday in the Mining 
Districts. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 4—The coal miners’ 
The success 
of the struggle for highér wages in five 
states depends on the miners in the Pitts- 
burg district. If they fail to refrain from 
working, the movement will be.a failure. 

Fully 50,000 miners were represented at 
the miners’ convention on Saturday by 
seventy-five delegates. This is a larger at- 
tendance than any since the great strike 
of 1894. Many miners came, bat having 
no credentials, could not gain admittance 
to the c@avention. 

The resoiution adopted was strong enough 
for the emergency. A resolution was also 
adopted requesting Governor Hastings to 
sign the weighing and coal compensation 
bill passed by the legislature and now 
before him. 

One of the significant points about the 
convention Saturday was the fact that no 
representatives were present from the 
mines where iron-clad contracts and signed 
agreements exists, These miners include 
the first pool of F. L. Robbins & Co., Bor- 
land mine; of the Pan Handle Coa] Com- 
pany; Snowden & Gastonville; mines of the 
Pittsburg and Chicago Coal Company, ana 
Oak Hil, Plum Creek and Sandy Creek 
mines, of the New York and: Cleveland 
Gas Coal Company. The three employ 
about 3,000 men, and the ftndications ars 
that if the men at one of these mines re- 
fuse to quit, all the diggers at the others, 
will act accordingly. 


A strong effort is being made to get th@ 
co-operation of*the river mines in - Mere 


ing fight. If they work they can cut quite 
a figure {n supply coal, as the fuel for . 
local points can all be supplied hy water 
routes. ; 

The operators are making no effort to 
conciliate the miners. Not an operator 
can be found who will not say the miners 
are entitled to what they demand—69 cents 
a ton. No effort will be made to operate 
the mines, unless it should be the river 
mines, hence no trouble is anticipated. 

Great apprehension is felt as to what 
course the vast number of foreigners will 
take in the strike. Many of these do not 
speak English and care nothing for the 
land of their adoption. They do not con- 
form to the customs of the American- 
speaking miner, and the latter has very 
little influence on him. 

One of the poimts made by the operators 
is that more mining companies Have gone 
into the hands of the sheriff this year 
than during any year in the history of the 
trade. , 

“There are too many mines,’ said Pat- 
rick Dolam, “‘not too many miners, It is 
the surplus of operators and the low wages 
that cause such suffering.”’ 

The officials of the United Mine Workers 
of the Pittsburg district held a meeting 
today and heard reports from various parts 
of the district. Each of these indicated 
what men would quit work. The question 
of sustenance for the vast army.of idle 
men is the most serious one coaufronting 
the officials, 

The organization has no money. The 
miners have been unable to save anything 
and’ only those who have little gardess 
patches will be able to live independently 
during the cessation of work. 

The exodus from the fourth pool to 
West Virginia has begun. The West Vir- 
ginia operators are hiring miners as fast 
as they apply for work. Those whe wish 
immunity from trouble seek safety by flight 
into West Virginia, where the miners will 
work unmolested. 

Scores of small mines in Beaver, Mer- 
cer, Lawrence, Cambria and other coun- 
ties, which have been practically idle, _- 
will resume operations in full to supply 
coal to factories and shops in their dis- 
tricts. 

Taking the Canmelton coal fields in Beav- 
er county into consideration, the Thomp- 
son’s Run, in Lawrence county, and the 
numerous mimes in Mercer county, there 
will be no shut-down of industries in these 
counties. During the strike of 1894 all 
these mines were closed. 


PREST. RATCHFORD IS HOPEFUL. 


Head of the Mine Workers Says 200,- 
OOO Men Will Walk Out. 

Columbus, O.., July 4—Telegrams receiv- 
ed by President Ratchford, of the United 
Mine Workers, today indicate that the 
order for a general strike of miners has 
been complied with generally throughout 
the mining districts of Ohio, Indiana, Il- 
linols and western Pennsylvania and in 
all sections of West Virginia and Kentue- 
ky. 

It will take several days, however, to 
determine with any degree of accuracy 
the number of men involved. 

President Ratchford roughly estimates 
the number at 200,000, but this ts regard- 
ed as very liberal. He is pleased with 
the unanimity shown by the miners, and 
says he has the greatest confidence in the 
successful outcome of the strike. He 
thinks the prospects are better. than in 
1894. when a general strike was inaugurm 
ated. At that time the scale of prices was 
being paid in many mining localities, not- 
ably West Virginia, where a majority of, 
the miners continued at work, thereby 
greatly weakening the strike. He has 
hopes that the West Virginia miners may 
now be brought into line, inasmuch as 
they are receiving wages far. below’ the 
scale, and their «ondition ts not any bete 
ter than that of the miners in other states. 
The coal production of West.Virginia has 
increased rapidly in the last few years

OUT IN KANSAS 


Two Large Systems Show Why They 
Cannot Reduce Rates. 


EARNINGS ARE TOO LOW NOW 


If Their Revenue Is Decreased the 
Roads Will Be Ruined. 


IOWA'S CONDITIONS ARE SOME DIFFERENT 


the Earnings Are Much Larger 
Per Mile Than in Kansas. 


Apropos of the movements in Georgia 
and North Carolina fcr lower rallroad 
rates come the answers of two roads to 
the demand recently made in Kansas for 
reduced rates. President Ripley, of the 
Santa Fe, and Vice President Warner, of 
the Missouri Pacific, reply that their sys- 
tems are not able to reduce rates. 

President Ripley denies that there is any 
overcharge by Kansas railroads, and 
claims that the net earnings in the state 
will not exceed 6 per cent on a mile of 
road assessed at $7,200. He compares con- 
ditions in lowa and Kansas by showing 
that in Iowa the gross earnings per mile 
are $4,230, while in Kansas they are only 
*$3,083. The net earrings per mile in Iowa 
are $1,222, while in Kansas they are only 
$679. In lowa the taxes on the net earning 
capacity of the road are 12 per cent, while 
in Kansas they are 37 per cent. After pay- 
ing taxes the net earnings of every mile of 
road in Iowa are $1,069, and in Kansas $430. 
If Kansas were as reasonable in the as- 
Sessment of railroad property as Iowa is, 
President Ripley asserts, then the road 
could perhaps come to the rates demanded 
by the board. 

Vice President Warner, of the Missouri 
Pacific, says: “If the operation 
properties in Kansas enabled us under ex- 
isting circumstances to pay a dividend, 
however small to our’ stockholders, we 
might feel disposed to concede something 
Substantial from net revenue. But inas- 
much as these properties do not pay and 
have not paid any dividends whatever to 
stockholders and are not sufficient in the 
agsregate to pay operating expenses, taxes 
and fixed charges, to make a reduction of 
present rates would simply result in in- 
creasing our annual deficit'in the operation 
of Kansas lines, which would ultimately 
involve them in financia: ruin. The aggre- 
gate amount earned on our Kansas lines 
is insufficient to prevent an annual deficit. 
Surely a fair-minded man under these cir- 
cumstances would not insists upon the re- 
dution proposed.”’ 

Mr. Warner refers to the Iowa propos!- 
tions and edmits that the rates there are 
lower than in Kansas, but says: ‘Iowa is 
more densely populated than Kansas, and 
affords its railroads a much larger and 
more varied traffic. More than one-third 
of the state of Kansas is substantially un- 
productive, and affords but little business 
to the railroads. Many of the lines of the 
Missouri Pacific are located in the unpro- 
ductive portions of the state. lowa, how- 
ever, is productive throughout.’’ Mr. War- 
ner says that the railroads in Kansas also 
pay a higher rate of taxes than they do in 
lowa.

It will be laid out upon a grand 
scale, buildings will be erected for the use 
of the executive branches of the govern- 
ment and a magnificent capitol to contain 
the halls of congress. Private citizens will 
be invited to erect residences. and as soon 
as the railway is completed it is expected 
that there will be a rush of immigration 
toward the locality. The new city is to be 
purely a capital. Commercial &nd manu- 
facturing enterprises will not be encour- 
a . bat general emigration from foreign 
countries. as well as from other parts of 
Brazil. will be inyited into the surrounding 
country. 

A similar enterprise upon a smaller scale 
has recently been carried out in the state 
of Minas, which is the most progressive 
and populous of.all Brazil, and lies in the 
center of the republic. A new city named 
Bellohorisone, which means “beautifu! 
horizon.” has been bullt within the last 
three years in the midst of a great plain, 
under the direcion of the state officials and 
largely at the state’s expense, and the capi- 
tal is goon to be moved there from Ouro 
Preto, where the government has always 
been located. The new town already has 
a population of several thousand. Both 
public and private buildings are on a fine 
ecale, and it promises to be one of the most 
attractive places of residence, in the,repub- 
lic. Minas has a population of nearly four 
million people. It Hes in the mineral zone 
and produces all forms of useful as well as 

recious metals. The fertility of its soil 
fe also a grext source of wealth. Tt supplies 
the cities of the coast with beef, mutton. 
butter and other forms of food; it is well 
provided with raflroads and there are sev- 
eral large manufactories within its limits 
that operate American machinery. The suc- 
cess of Bellohorisone has encouraged the 
ederal gove ° ca out, immedi- 
a national capital in 
erlor.

During the strike of 18%, the trouble was 
caused by the shipment of West Virginia 
coal through Ohio, the Ohio miners en- 
deavoring to stop this traffic.. The raliJj- 
road companies promptly appéaled to the 
state for protection, and almadst the en- 
tire Ohio national guard was\ placed in 
the field. 

(Presideat Ratchford does nat believe 
there will be any repetition of these trou 
bles in the present strike, 

Special efforts are being made to en- 
list the sympathy of the West Virginia 
miners. President ‘Ratchford is éncour- 
aged to believe that this may be accom- 
plished by the fact that the miners havé 
signified their intention to strike in many 
places where efforts to enlist’ their co-aper- 
ation have failed on previous occasions, 

President Ratchford has received tée- 
grams from a number.of Pittsburg opera- 
tors asking for permission to operate their 
mines on the regular scale of prices. These 
requests are’ all emphatically refused, aa 
it would all work an injustice not only to 
other operators, but to the miners as well. 

As to the probable duration of the strike, 
President Ratchford says that it will be 
governed entirely by circumstances. It will 
last several weeks at least. The miners are 
in a better position to stand a long strike 
at this time as a great many of them have 
garden produce on which to subsist, and 
there will be no great hardships entailed 
such as would follow a strike in the win- 
ter. But the fact that there is a fair sup- 
ply of coal in stock and the demand for 
domestic consumption is small, will have 
a tendency to prolong the suspension. 

The contracts for coal for lake shipment 
will cause the. greatest trouble. The bulk 
of these contracts are held by Pittsburg 
operators, but the Ohio operators also have 
a fair share. The Ohio operators have not 
yet held a conference to consider the mat- 
ter, but are considerably worried. While 
they say the strike is ill-timed and likely 
to frizzle out, they will close down thelr 
mines for a short time, at least, until they 
can determine how general the suspension 
is. A partial suspension only in the Pitts- 
burg district would be ruinous to their 
— should the Ohio miners refuse to 
work. :

Be it Known that he who has ridden only 
on an English pig skin will find that there 
are things he has no Knowledge of when 
first hé throws his leg over the ‘stock sad- 
die of the west; and when he has seen a 
bronco-buster ride a buéking mustang on 
its mative heath, he must admit that al- 
though the cowboy may be neither neat nor 
well-mannered, he could yet give points on 
rough riding to those who follow the fox 
hounds. re 

The cowboy’s mode @f riding is distinc- 
tive, so is his horse-f€rniture, and it is 
admirably adapted to his particular needs.. 
The stock saddle, for Anstance, is as dif- 
ferent from the E sh hunting or park 
saddle as a park drag is from a trotting 
sulky; yet each is perfectly suited to the 
purposes for which it was designed. The 
stock saddle is of Spanish-American birth, 
and must be heavily bullt—sometimes forty

Lefore her marriage she 
was Miss Martha Beall, daughter of 
Noble jeall, of Cherokee county, and 
niece of General William Beall, who was 
for some time prominent in the history of 
western Georgia, 

She was married to the Hon. 8S. Charles 
Candler in 1833, who was-one of the most 
prominent men of the state. He represented 
Cherokee county in the legislature in 1835, 
and also Carroll county for several years 
afterwards. He was in the state senate 
two years, was prominent in Masonic clir- 
cles, a member of the Methodist church 
and died in 1873. 

The union was blessed with cleven chil- 
dren, the eldest being the Hon. Milton A. 
Qandler, one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the Atlanta bar. He has repre- 
sented this distric” in two constitutional 
conventions, the stAte senate and the forty- 
fifth and forty-sixth congresses. 

Another son is Rev. Ezekiel S. Candler, a 
lawyer and Baptist minister, of Iluka, Miss, 
The eldest daughter is Julia Florence, the 
widow of the late Judge Watt Harris, of 
Cartersville. Noble Daniel Candler, the next 
son, has died since the death of his fa- 
ther.

DIFFER ON PAYING 


Washington Street May Not Be Peved 
With Blocks After All. 


SOME CITIZENS AGAINST IT 


They Would Not Sign Petition and Do 
Not Want Paving. 


THEY MAY APPEAR BEFORE COUNCIL TODAY 


And Ask That the Street Committee’s 
Action Be Rescinded—Majority 
Though Favors Paving. 


The proBosed paving of Washington 
street with Williams wooden blocks is 
about to precipitate a lively controversy 
in that heighborhood. 

The matter comes up before the council 
this afternoon, and some action will proba- 
bly be taken. The street committee con- 
sidered paving the street lasi week, and 
decided to report in favor of the wooden 
blocks. 

This report was made at the ins e 
of quite a number of citizens living ‘on 
that thoroughfare who had thoroughiy 
looked into the advisability of laying the 
wood and had petitioned council to ac- 
ceed to their wishes. 

but this paper was not ssigned by all 
the residents of the street. In fact, there 
were severai who refused point blank to 
sign it. They did not favor the biocks. 
Some did not favor any pavement at all 
for various reasons, and they are now de- 
termined the street shall not be changed if 
they can prevent it. 

When the matter is brought up in council 
this afternoon it is more than likely a 
delegation of’ Washington street citizens 
will be present to vehemently object to 
the Williams block being laid. There may 
also be a delegation from the other side, 
and the fight will be a warm one. While 
the best of feeling prevails, yet both 
crowds are determined. 

Among those who are not in favor of 
laying the block are 8. P. Richards, Julius 
Brown, Mrs. McLendon and W. T. Sanders. 
The latter is a director of the Atkhanta Con- 
solidated Street Railway Company, which 
corporation, it is said, is not in favor of 
the proposed improvemen’. 

The majority of residents along’ the 
street are said to be in favor of the pave- 
ment. They claim the Williams block is 
one of the very best pavements known; 
that it has been used er in Lon- 
don and other large cities, and that it will 
answer every purpose in Atlanta. 

The Williams company gives a guarantee 
of en years on their work, offering to fix 
all repairs or relay the street entirely in 
case the first pavement should wear out 
during that period. 

The fight will be watched with great in- 
terest, and it is probable that the wooden 
blocks wf Be baid. 


MAYOR COLLIER MAKES REPLY. 


Makes Warm Answer To President 
Hurt to Transfer Matter. 


Mayor Charles A. Collier has made a 
reply to the card of President Hurt, of 
the Consolidated Street Railway Company, 
published in yesterday’s Constitution in 
reference to the transfer matter, and does 
not mince words in expressing his opinion 
of the former's position. 

Mayor Collier’s card is as follows: 

“kditor Constitution—The specious ap- 
peal of the Consolidated in your issue this 
morning will fail of its purpose. It has 
been said, ‘You can fool some of the peo- 
ple all the time, and all of the people 
sometimes, but you cannot fool all of the 
people all the time.’ The old familiar cry 
thac ‘you will injure our securities and 
drive away capital’ has become a veritable 
chestnut, and the bulldozing tactics of 
the Consolidated has lost its terror. 

“This same cry was raised by the rail- 
roads in Georgia when it. was proposed 
to establish a railroad commission, yet the 
era following the establishment of the 
commission witnessed more activity in 
railroad building than any similar period 
in the history of the state. Lawful capi- 
tal has no fear of lawful authority. Law- 
less capital is not wanted, and its absence 
is a blessing to any community. 

“The continued wail of persecution which 
the Consolidated sends out whenever its 
conduct is criticized has not and. will not 
deter lawful capital from seeking legiti- 
mate investment in Atlanta, as witness the 
unexampled activity in building operations 
now in progress; nor will the hysterical 
appeal of the president of the Con- 
solidated deter the municipal authorities 
from insisting in a legal way: that the cit- 
izens of Atlanta shall enjoy the same 
rights and privileges that are freely ac- 
corded by street railways in other commu- 
nities. 

“The present general council has the in- 
telligence and the courage to perform their 
duty, and they will not be deterred by 
this last appeal of interested parties to 
the timid Miss Nancys of the community. 
The committee of council, after a thor- 
ough and searching investigation of the 
question, decided that transfers should be 
granted, and their decision was approved 
by council without a dissenting vote. 
They recognize that the Consolidated has 
the legal right to test the justice and 
correctness of their decision in the courts. 
Even though in apparent contempt of our 
state tribunals, reeourse is had to the 
federal court, through the guardianship 
of Boston and New York promoters and 
manipulators. 

“These court proceeding were instituted 
not by the city of Atlanta, but by the 
Consolidated, and when the city proposes 
to meet them upon the ground of their 
own choosing a piteous appeal is sént out 
and the public is beseechingly implored to 
make the city ‘let us alone.’ 

“The attitude of the Consolidated in this 
matter is aptly illustrated by the following 
bit af doggerel which’I lately came across 
in an old volume of humorous poems: 


““"As vonce I valked by a dismal swamp,

The counsel 
for the city, as is their sworn duty, will 
urge every legal objection which their 
skill and learning may suggest in behalf 
of the people and against the contention 
of the Consolidated, which is seeking to 
deprive the people of a privilege to which 
they are entitled by every consideration 
of right. and justice. 

“Finally, the communistic tendency of 
modern times to which the president of 
the Consolidated refers in a general way, 
and which I deplore as earnestly as him- 
self, 's but the natural and inevitable out- 
growth of the grinding, selfish, heartless, 
corporate manopolies with which th‘s coun- 
try is cursed. Give .the people a chance! 
The corporations ard. trusts can take care 
of themselves.

He nas 
taken great pride in the improvement of 
the grounds and they afe now in first class 
condition for thet ps. 

The Georgia Hussars, of Savaanah, will 
ride to camp from here, starting at 5 
o’clock tomorrow morning and will escort 
the regimental standard and Colonel W. W. 
Gordon, who will be in command of the 
camp. The Effingham’ Hussars, the Tiberty 
Guards and the Liberty Independent Troop 
will all ride into camp from their respective 
armories. The Wayne, ‘Screven, MeIntosh 
erd Burke Troops will go by rail as will also 
the Governor’s Horse Guards from Atlanta, 
the Richmond Hussars from “Augusta and 
the LaGrange Troops. 

This is distinctively a cavalry encamp- 
ment and the men will have their horses 
and entire cavalry outfit with them.

STABBING AFFRAY IN MACON. 
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Members of Colored Church Factions 
Fight. 

Macon, Ga., July 4—(Special.)—Two ne- 
groes, said to be members of the Fulton 
Baptist church, became involved in a dis- 
pute this evening over church matters and 
one cut the other with a knife and then 
fled. There are two factions in this church, 
one supporting the present pastor, Turner, 
and the other opposing him, and trying to 
force his resignation, and put in another 
preacher, named Varner, as pastor.

SITUATION AT ALABAMA MINES. 


Miners Still Holding Out Against the 
Operators’ Proposition. 
Birmingham, Ala., July 4—(Special.)— 
There is no telling how long the mines at 
Blocton, Brazil, Brockdale, Cardiff, Bloss- 
burg, Adger, Sumter and Johns will re- 
main idle. The miners are not disposed to 
accept the figures made them by the Sloss 
Iron and Steel Company and Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railway Company. They 
may come to an understanding with half 
the amount asked for as a reduction, but 
should the compa8ies insist on a reduction 
of .the amount named at first the struggle 
is liable to be of long duration. The min- 
ers have not yet termed the suspension of 
work a strike, but are inclined to term it 
a lockout, claiming that the companies 
are asking too much. Both companies are 
getting out enough coal to answer all de- 
mands made upon them by their own fur- 
naces and-coke ovens. The Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad Company have 
five or six mines at Pratt City in full ope- 
ration, with not only free miners, but with 

two thousand convicts. 

The Sloss Iron and Steel Company have 
a thousand or so convicts at work in their 
mines at Coalburg and are supplying their 
two furnaces of 500 coke ovens with coal. 
The Woodward coal miners and those at 
the Ivy Coal Company’s mines, besides the 
Walker county miners, are all -working 
and no destitution of coal has been felt. 
Indications point to an early settlement of 
the trouble. The iron market in the Bir- 
mingham district is gaining ground every 
week and an improvement will soon be on 
hand it is thought that will make it pos- 
sible for both miners and companies to 
agree. The miners are inclined to be qufet 
and orderly. No trouble whatever is an- 
ticipated in any part wf the coal region.

MINING CAMP 


Very Little Capital Is Required To 
Operate in Georgia. 


STAVING OFF A GOLD BOOM 


The Reaction Hurts More Than the 
Advance Helps. 


ANOTHER CHEAP CHEMICAL PROCESS 


Christian Wahl, of Milwaukee, Is Re- 
‘ported To Be Largely Interested 
in One Design. 


Some people are asking where the gold 
boom is and why there has not been a 
rush into north Georgia during the spring 
and early summers. 

The answer its found in the fact that 
those who are most deeply interested in 
the mineral section have done all that they 
po: sibly could to prevent a boom and hold 
back a rush A great many experienced 
miners have come into Georgia, North <a- 
olina and Alabama in the last fuur months 
to investigate the conditions, but 
have all understood the situation before 
they arrived. Every one who could be 
reached before coming was informed that 
development werk had not progrersed far 
and that prospects, not mines, would be 
found. 

Many investments have been made by 
western and northern and English capi- 
talists and miners. The experienced miner 
finds Georgia an inviting field, but the min- 
ing investor wants to buy mines, not pros- 
pects. The country 1s now being prepared 
for him. Development is going on all over 
the belt and mines are being opened. By 
the end of the suynmer there will be a num- 
ber of new mines ready for operation. Some 
of these will be fur sale and wthers will 
not be on the market. 

After development has made good head- 
way, the investors will be invited to come 
and see what Georgia has, but at present 
they are put on notice that the prospects 
are Numerous and attractive but the real 
mines are far between. This state has a 
dozen counties each of which contains more 
gold. than Cripple Creek, but all combined 
are not producing as much a year as that 
camp turns out in a week. Cripple Creek 
was four years in catching the public eye 
after it had been demonstrated that it was 
a rich gold mining section. The Denver 
bankers and mining capitalists said that it 
wus only a “cow ranch.” Chicugo capital 
went in, however, helped develop the new 
camp and has been drawing phenomenal 
dividends ever since. 

“Cripple Creek has been called the poor 
man’s camp,’ sald a western miner yes- 
terday. “That was because the prospec= 
tor could get pay ore right from the grass 
roots, and when he staked a good claim he 
could get enough gold from the ore whicn 
he tock out of his shaft to pay for going 
down. Georgia is just such another field. 
While ore here may not average so rich 
as in Colorado, the expenses are less here. 
There is this difference, of course, the Geor- 
gia land is owned by individuats;-while in 
the west it is open to prospectors. I tind, 
though, that mineral rishts here as cheap 
and I still insist that this is the poor man’s 
field. I have noti¢ed a purpose among the 
men with whom I have come in contact to 
prevent a boom. That is wise and it is to 
be commended because it is so rarely found, 
but booms are followed by reactions which 
hurt more than the speculation helps. I 


have found an inviting field here, indeed. °

Are the boys 
and. the girls of the present generation 
filled with the same love of country and 
devotion to state which was instilled into 


' our fathers? Searcely a college commence- 


ment passes but some eloquent essayist 
or orator elaborates upon the deteriora- 


tion of statemanship and the scarcity of 


real patriotism. They point with reverent 


hand to other days, whet’ the fire of lib- 


erty flickered and flashed, when the sages 


of the ages came forth and sent their thun- 


derous tones pealing through the corridors 
of time for the cause of freedom, when 
the great men of past times would jump 
up to strike for their altars and their fires 
at the drop of a hat. 

Whether our patriotism its getting weak 
in the knges or whether there is no cause 
to bring it forth is not ‘here to be discuss- 
ed, but the fact stands that just now the 
Fourth of July is no more than any other 
calendar day. Its coming caused little ex- 
citement in this neck of the woods, and 
the sound of the fire cracker is seldom 
heard in the land. 

It Was in those glorious old times in 
the past which we refer to so often that 
this day was the greatest in the year. 

It was celebrated with due pomp and 
ceremony. From miles and miles the people 
would come, to gather about the court- 
house, where the speakers’ stand had been 
erected. It was here that the officers of 
Slate sat. The exercises were begun with 
the reading of the declaration of ind@epend- 
ence, which would be rendered by some 
distinguished visitor, and closed with the 
reading of Washington’s Farewell. 

Yesterday I looked through a file of The 
Fedé®al Union, published at Milledgeville, 
Which was then the capital. The paper 
Was dated July 7, 1835, and told of the ob- 
servance of the glorious. fourth for that 
year. 

After the speaking wag finished came 
the toasts of the day.

First Duels in Italy.

The first*duels were fought in Italy, ac- 
ecrding to Millingen, who speaks of a man- 
uscript discovered at Cassel that described 
a duel between a father. and a son in the 
reign of Emperor Theodoric. When Char- 
among 
the Lombards he encountered the flercest 
opposition from the nobles. Early in the 
ninth century De Medicis, a Knight, de- 
feated in single combat Mugel, who de- 
vastated the Florenvine district now ¢alled 
after him ‘“Mugeflto.’’ Otho II granted the 
prayer of the nobility for the re-establish- 
ment of wager of battle in $88 Women and 
priests were rot compelled to accept it. 
The Normans showed less gallantry. With 
them a woman had to accept, nor could 
she name a champion. Her male opponent, 
however, was buried to his waist in the 
earth. Armed with a-<¢lub he tried to 
strike her as she circled around him, bis 
weapon being a ball of iron at the end of 
a cord. If he fatled to tcuch her at the 
third attempt, he was vanquished, which 
meant to him death with dishonor, 

Becearin says that the reoson so many 
duels were fought in Italy in the early 
days is, that where the law does not afford 
protection one must look to single combat 
to retain the respect of one’s fellow men. 
In the middle ages the ferocity of Italian 
duels passed belief. “Any way of putting 
an enemy to death is good enough,” says 
one of their writers. “‘When an Italian 
spares his vanquished adversity,”’ says 
Brantome, “he maims his arms and _ legs, 
and gives him, as a moment of his kind- 
ness and generosity, a hideous gash across 
the face.”’ Lapagnano practiced on a paint- 
ed model of Galeazzo Storza before he 
stabbed him. Dueling was called “la 
scienza cavalleresca.”’

Special Programme Arranged for the 
Observance of the Day of In- 
dependence. 


The Feurth of July having fallen on 
Sunday this year, today, the 5th, is being 
celebrated throughout the country as the 
reguiar annual national holiday. The usual 
programme, from fireworks to religious 
ceremonies, will be carried out all over the 
United Bates, 

It is safe to say, however. that no cele- 
bration will occur today from Maine to 
California to compare with the “gala day’’ 
festivities of Atlanta’s coloréd population 
at “Lincoln park.’ ' 

“Lincoln park,” ‘be it understood, is noth- 
ing more nor less than the old Buffalo Bill 
grounds, adjoining Piedmont park. The 
grounds have been leased by a colored 
stock company, and will be the scene today 
end tomorrow of what promises to be the 
most unique celebration ever seen here 

A hand bill has been issued by the pro- 
mr.oters of the affair, setting forth in glow- 
ing terms the joys in store for those who 
attend. Among the natural attractions 
cited are “nice and beautiful grounds, 
shade trees; nice, cool water, and a large 
and spacious ‘building, capable of holding 
five thousand people.” 

The day will open with “the grandest 
parade that has ever been seen in Atlanta.” 
Four military companies will be in line. 
The committee, with rare tact, has pro- 
vided. four prizes, one for each company. 

Next to the military in the line’of march, 
says the handbill, will come ‘“‘all other or- 
ganizations.’ Baseball teams, the negro 
employees of the city sanitary department, 
bicyclists, ‘‘citizens,’’ and colored hackmen 
with their hacks, are evidently not regard- 
ed as organizations, for they are billed to 
follow in the order named.

“CHRISTIANS ARE RESPONSIBLE’ FOR SIN” 


Rev. Jameson and Secretary Matthews 
Deliver Eloquent Addresses. 
Services at the Association. 


“When I was governor of Georgia, 
prompted by a sense of duty, I took a 
firm stand on a certain question, knowing 
I weuld be upheld by God and expecting 
to be upheld by the Christian people of 
the state. In the former I was correct; 


in the latter grievously disappointed. The 
presence of sin in our midst is not due to 
the wicked, but to the Christians, in that 
they fail to uphold the arm that attempts 
to strike he devil down.” 

The above succinct statement fell from 
the lips of ex-Governor-Northen in his ad- 
dress at the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
citation yesterday afternoon at the exercises 
in celebration of the Fourth of July. 

He had reference to the famous “Way- 
cross war,” when the militia was ordered 
into the low lands to prevent Charley 
Mitchell and Jim Corbett from making jelly 
out of each other on Georgia soil. The gov- 
ernor took every precaution to prevent the 
fistic encounter, and yestePday was the 
first public utterance he has made since 
coneerning the affair, reflecting on the peo- 
pit of the state for not supporting him in 
his crusade as they should. 

The address was one of the finest ever 
heard in that hall and. was the subject of 
much comment afterwards, Ex-Governor 
Northen ts an able and eloquent speaker, a 
thorough Christian gentleman and has been 
heard in this auditorium before, always be- 
ing enthusiastically received and given the 
closest attention. 

The services were particularly interesting 
Notwith- 
standing the rain, the lecture hall was well 
filed and the exertises were greatly en- 
joyed. The vocal solo of Mr. William 


Owens added much to the occasion as well 


as the selections from the association or- 
chestra. 

The address of Rev. S. Y. Jameson on 
“Our Ceuntry’s Hope,” was eloquent and 
impressive,, and Mr. E. L. Mathews, the 
general secretary of the association, deliv- 
ered an interesting and instructive talk 
on “Our Country’s Guide.” 

Ex-Governor Northen Speaks. 

Ex-Governor Northen was the first speak- 
er on the programme and his subject was 
“Our Country and God.” 

“There is no national holiday,” said he, 
“in which we patriotic Americans should 
take more interest than this commemora- 
tion of the signing of the declaration of 
independence, This grand country in which 
we live is a gift from God. Though peo- 
ple generally do not seem to regard it as 
guch, nevertheless it is true. God gave us 
our homes, gave us our freedom and we 
should celebrate this occasion therefore in 
@ true Christian spirit. 

“And we should celebrate the Fourth of 
July because this country is ours. Our 
government belongs to each and every one 
of us individually and collectively. We are 
all our own ex-officio bound down by no 
official ties, governed by the true democrat- 
ic spirit, and subject to no monarchy. We 
are free, for this country is ours, purchased 
by the blood of our forefathers. We should 
take the same interest’in this celebration 
therefore as wé do in that of the birthdays 
of children, because they belong to us, and 
we feel a deep interest in their welfare. 

“These United States have the best gov- 
ernment on the face B®? the globe; rich 
in its resorces,- and unlimited in its power 
for good. Why not dedicate it to God? Thé 
country ought to be thus dedicated in our 
Tusiness. The very coins we exchange in 
our every day life bear the sacred inscrip- 
tin, “In God We Trust,” yet do. we fully 
comply with this spirit? Are these very 
dollars themselves used for the upbuilding 
of God’s kingdom? No man on this earth 
dare trust in God who defies God's purposes 
and God’s plans. 

“How many regard the Sabbath day as 
we should? I was in Toronto several months 
ego, and walking out of my hotel one Sun- 
day morning, I inquired for a newsboy to 
get a morning paper. When I was told no 
papers were sold there on Sunday I felt 


' ashamed of myself for having wanted one. 


I then walked out on the street and the 
only things I saw were two policemen and 
some English sparrows. There was not a 
street car running. That magnificent city 


_Of 250,000 souls were remembering the Sab- 


bath day and keeping-it: holy. You ask 
me if I think we ought to stop street cars 
in Atlanta, or the circulation of oue Sun- 
day papers? I say most positively if it is 
God’s will let them stop, and we can do 
like we did before we had any street cars 
or Sunday papers. 


“If we ever dedicate this country to 
God it must’be done by individual effort. 
We must work to that etd with all our 


might. When I was governor of Georgia, 
prompted by a sense of duty, I took a firm 
stand on a certain question, knowing I 
would be upheld by God and expecting to 
be upheld b¥ the Christian people of the 
State. In the former I was correct; in the 
latter grievously disappointed, The pres- 
énce of sin in our midst is not due to the 
wicked, but to the Christians, in that they 
fail to uphold the arm that attempts to 
strike the devil down.

WILD STEER SCATTERS PEOPLE. 


Made a Tour of a Dozen Streets and 


Frightens Many Citizens. 

Trenton, N. J., July 4.—A mad steer yes- 
terday broke away from Captain Heard, 
and after making a tour of a dozen Streets, 
was finally killed. 

During its mad flight, the steer tossed 
Richard Foster, aged sixty years, ten feet 
in the air, besides frightening many more. 
Foster was unconscious for a short while, 
but was not seriously injured. 

After the steer had succeeded in driving 
many persons to places of refuge, it JjJump- 
ed into the canal at Hamilton avenue and 
swam to the rear entrance of the Trenton 
Iron Company’s iron works and entered 
the machine shops, where it made a bolt 
at several of the -men, among whom was 
Foster. All the others got out of the way, 
but Foster was not quick enough.

Saturday Night. 


THE SLAMMING OF A DOOR 


Sergeant Tells of a Ghostly Apparition

THE PLACE SAID TO BE QUITE UNLUCKY 


It Is No. 176 Decatur Street and Is Di- 
rectly Opposite Police Barracks. 
Policemen Talk About It. 


Saturday night at 12 o’clock while a 
number of patrolmen were sitting in front 
of the police barracks, there was a sudden 
and sharp report like the firing of a pis- 
tol, 

The noise was caused by the slamming 
of a door in an old frame building direct- 
ly opposite the barracks. There was some- 
thing uncanny about the occurrence, and 
the patrolmen glanced around at each other 
as if all were waiting for some one else 
to speak. 

It is a queer old building opposite the bar- 
racks, and it is known as an “unlucky” 
place by those who do business on that 
cosmopolitan thoroughfare, Decatur street. 
It is No. 176 and is a small, narrow, two- 
story concern. It is weather-beaten and 
ancient looking. The front of both stories 
are exactly alike, 


having a door in the 
center and a window on either side o e 


door; but why there should be a door in 
the front of the second floor is hard to 
say, for it opens directly on the slanting 
roof of a shed. It may be that there was 
a front porch to the building in its earlier 
days. + 
The door that had slammed was the one 
upstairs. It had been gaping wide open for 
the past six months. The building both 
upstairs and downstairs was empty, no 
one having occupied it for a long while. 


Said To Be Haunted. 


Among the habitues of Decatur street the 
store is said to be ‘“‘haunted.”” This repu- 
tation of the place for gi @itly habitation 
is well Known among the police also, and 
that was why there was something of a 
sensation created when the door so sudden- 
ly nen at the midnignt hour Saturday 
night. 

‘“[That’s strange,’ at last one of the of- 
ficers remarked, with a slight tremor in 
his voice, 

“There is no wind blowing,” said an- 
Other officer, as he glanced uneasily up 
at the dismal looking windows, 

There was silence for several minutes, 
and the station sergeant then spoke while 
the others were all attentign: 


What the Sergeant Saw. 


“Now, since you have all seen that door 
Slam in such a mysterious’ way,’’ said the 
sergeant, “l am willing to relate something 
about that building which happened 6ev- 
eral months ago; and about which I have 
never said much because I was afraid of 
being laughed at. It was last December, 
and it was quite a warm night for, that 
“season of the year, and we were all sitting 
out in the front. It was shortly after i2 
o'clock, and as I chanced to look up at the 
window and I saw something white mov- 
ing across the windows. I looked again, 
and as sure as I am sitting here I saw 
what appeared to be a woman’s face peer- 
ing out through the glass. I grasped an- 
other policeman by the arm and told him 
to look. Hie did so and exclaimed: ‘Good 
Lord, what is that?’ I knew there was 
nobody living over there. We had all 
heard that the place Was haunted. I never 
believed in ghosts in my lifes but J must 
admit that felt a bit shaky. The face I 
saw was that of a.young woman, and it 
was surrounded by a white cluth. From 
the face down was all white like a flowing 
sheet. I spoke about the matter only once 
and they all laughed at me so that I have 
never mentioned it since. Those to whom 
I spoke said I had seen the refraction of 
the electric light on the glass. It may have 
been, but I don’t believe it.’’ 

An Unlucky Place. 

The old building has a history. It was 
owned in years gone by by Pat Fitzgib- 
bons, who was at one time custodian of the 
city hall. .After {t passed from him it be- 
came “unlucky,’’ and all who tried to do 
business in it did not do well. At least, 
that is the report that is current on the 
streets. It is empty today. 

The mysterious closing of the door Sat- 
urday night was discussed among the po- 
licemen yesterday with various comments.

THE POLICE MATRON 
WITH A LUNATIC 


Woman at the Police Barracks Raves 
Like a Maniac. 


SHE NEARLY CAUSED A PANIC 


Other Women Rush Into the Matron’s 
Room for Protection. 


WILL BE SENT TO THE LUNATIC ASYLUM 


Mary Hendricks Gives the Police Ma- 
tron Much Trouble by Fright- 
ening Other Women. 


A craz2>d woman came near causing a 
panic in the apartments of the police ma- 
tron yesterday morning. 

A few days ago there was taken to the 
police barracks a white woman named 
Mandy Hendrix, who had suddenly be- 
come deranged. It was believed that her 
insanity. was only temporary and that a 
day or two in a quiet place would bring 
her around all right. At the barracks she 
was turned over to Miss Sue Holloway, 
the matron, who seems to be regarded as 
a healer of the mind as well as of the 
mcrals. 

Friday and Saturday the crazed woman 
wandered about the place in a dazed sort 
of a way, at times indulging in very loud 
and not’at all harmonious singing. But 
the matron did not object to vocal music, 
even if it was not good, and she did the 
best she could with her strange patient. 

Raved Like a Maniac. 

Yesterday morning, however, the wo- 
man’s manner changed, and she became 
almcst a raving maniac. ° 

The matron had with her two ‘women 
who were very nervous and who were not 
at all pleased with the idea of being Kept 
in the company of a lunatic. 

Finally the Hendrix woman became 
alarmingly boisterous and Miss Holloway’s 
other subjects became frightened. They 
ran into the matron’s room for protection 
and could not be induced to leave until 
two or three hours had elapsed. 

In the afternoon a reporter visited the 
matron’s headquarters and had a look at 
the lunatic. She was engaged in braiding 
her. hair before a mirror, an@ wae appa- 
rently very quiet and docile. 

Other Inmates Were Timid. 

“Mercy on me,’ said the matron, “‘you 
ought to have seen her two or three hours 
ago. She was wild, and I did not feel at 
all comfortable. I did not care on my own 
account, but I have two other women in 
here who are very nervous, and timid, and 
I did not like to see them so badly 
frightened. I think soinething should be 
done to get the Hendrix woman removed to 


an asylum. I have been told that they 
would probably send her to the asylum to- 
morrow.” a 


Just why a woman in the mental condj- 
tion of Miss Hendrix was placed in the 
care of the police matron: no one seems to 
know. She is undoubtedly a lunatic and 
dangerous. The matron is alone much of 
her time and far removed from help if 
such a person should become violent.

Lizzie Jordan Tells Chitate Thompson 
the Trouble She Was In—City 
Takes Body and Buries It. 


A very hvely vsensition has been caused 
by the body of a dead negro woman being 
sent to Atlanta for burial. 

Sunday rrorning some time before day- 
light, Lizzie fordan, a colored woman, 
called at the poliee barracks and 
to see the captain in charge. She was sent 
into the office of Captain John Thompson, 
where unfolded a very sensational 
and ghoulish story. 

“Ther a dead body of a-woman in my 
house,’ saiQ Lizzie in sepulehral whis- 
pers. “It was to me from Indian 
Spring. Since being at my house it has 
become offensive to all neighbors, and I 
don't Know what to do withit. I haven'’ta 
cent with which to pay.for a funeral, and 
the neighbors are threatening to have me 
arrested. Now please, captain, tell me 
what I am to do.’ 

“Well, tell me something about the dead 
weman,” said the captain. who saw a pos- 
site murder mystery in the air. 

“The woman’s name ts Ada Goldin,” re- 
plied the eaptain’s strange visitor. ‘She 
use] to be an old friend of mine in days gone 
by, and I suppase that is the reason she 
Was sent to me." 

Hints at Foul Play. 

“And she died very suddenly,"® continued 
Lizzie, drawitne her chair nearer the cap- 
tain and l@wering her voice unti! it died 
away to a whisper of ghostly faintness. 
“I believe ghe was foully’ dealt with. She 
was well vesterday at 11 o'clock, and now 
here she ts at my house and dead. What 
I haye got to do now is to get rid of the 
dead body as quickly as I can. If I don't 
I will tind myself in prison.” 

“You will have to get ane. city to bury 
the woman,’ suggested Captain Thomp- 
son. “If you will Mr. .George Saxe, 
who resides &t No. 42 Crew street, he will 
arrange the matter for you.” 

As the woman was taking down the ad- 
dress a reporter of The Constitution came 
in and asked Lizzie about the case. 

In Awful Trouble. 

‘“Lawd a mercy,” exclaimed Lizzie, throw- 
ing up her hands In great dismay, ‘Is that 
dead woman to get my name mixed up In 
the papers. It has already given mea 
enough troubie. A dozen of my neighbors 
have come to see me and said if I did not 
get that body out of my house they would 
have me arrested; and I had to come down 
to the police prison, a place I've never been 
before in all my Hife. Now, here is a re- 
porter going to write me up. There just 
ain't no end to the trouble that dead wo- 
man is going to give me before I am 
through with it.” 

Yesterday morfiing before breakfast Liz- 
zie was at the home of Mr. George Saxe, 
and he promised to have the dead woman 
buried as quickly as possible. 

Lizzie’s home, where the dead woman 
had lain nearly two davs, is No. 13 Martin 
street. Yesterday about noon the body was 
removed by the city and interred in the 
potter's field.

OGEECHEE NEGROES 


Rey. W. R. McConnell Talks About an 
Interesting Charge, 


AN HUMBLE, DEVOUT ications 


They Dwell on Old Riec Plantations 
in South Georgia. 


THEY ARE TRUE T@ THE OLD TRADITIONS 


Why There Are So Many Episcopa- 
lians Among Them—They Love 
Their Pastor and Church. 


———— 


Rev. William R. McConnell,°a well-known 
Episcopal clergyman of south Georgia, is 
in the city spendirg a vacation. 

Mr. McConnell has spent ten years in 
preaching to the negroes on the Ogeechee 
river, and he talks interestingly about 
these people who seem to be a negro race 
peculiar to themselves. As a general rule 
there are few negroes in the Episcopal 
church, but on the Ogeechee this church 
seems to have more negro communicants 
than any other denomination; and this is 
owing to the fact that the Ogeechee ne- 
groes are noted for sticking to traditions, 
and their former masters on the old rice 
plantations were in days gone by mostly 
Episcopalians. 

The seat of the Ogeechee settlement is 
at a station on the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railroad called Burroughs, which 
is about twelve miles from Savannah. The 
probably covers some four or 
five miles square and embraces all the 
famous rice plantations in that section, 
These plantations were in their glory be- 
fore the war, but have since lost much of 
their prestice. The negroes have them- 
selves drifted away and the population I!s 
gradually growing smaller each year. 


settlement 


The Ogeechee negro speaks a peculiar 
dialect resembling that of the South Caro- 
lina negro. They use the soft “G,” and 
say ‘“‘steers’’ for ‘‘stairs.” When the old- 
timers-are asked who they are, they will 
answer: 

“Me massa nigger." 


Stick to Old Traditions. 

They are simple In their mbdes of living, 
and have the utmost respect for white p 
ple. The fifteenth amendment has Mot 
spoiled them and ‘‘de days befor’ de wah” 
are pleasant memories to them now. 

There were originally two negro Eptisco- 
pal churches for the Ogeechee settlement— 
St. Marts and St. Rartholomews. The for- 
mer, which was built In 1847, still stands, 
an ancient landmark: and the latter is a 
handsome new structure, takine the place 
of the building which was blown down 
by 9 evelone a vear or two ago. As early 
as 245 Pev. William C. Williame, then a 
young deacon, established the first Ep!s- 
conal church for the rice plantation ne- 
Froes. Amand remoined at his post .for 
twenty vears. Mr. Willinms was afterwards 
the rector of St. Luke's church In Atlanta. 
With the exception of only a year or two. 
the Ogeechee negroes have always had 
white miricters to nreach to them. 

A Simple and Devoted People. 

In speaking of his charge near the Oree- 
chee river to a representative of The Con- 
stitution yesterday. Mr. McConnell said: 

“In mv church there are now about two 
hundreds cymmunicants. Those people are 
very devout and their responses to the 
readings ard the litany {is touching. They 
love their minister and church. Of course, 
they are very poor, but they always man- 
age to give something for a contribution. 
If they haven’t the money they will bring 
eggs and chickens, jand even garden truck. 
This we take and dispose of. It is pathetic 
to see them bring a basket of eggs to the 
church and devoutly place it near the 
chancel when the collection is taken up. 

“We have a beautiful church there now, 
the money to build it being raised through 
the efforts of Bishop Nelson. 

“In these days when the old-time negro 
is passing away and the new darkey takes 
his place in line with the new south, when 
the memories of the kind ‘old massa’ and 
the faithful, loving slave—for there were 
such in this southland, no matter what our 
traducers have said—it is pleasant to visit 
the negroes on the Ogeechee and see them 
holding tenderly to the traditions and mem- 
ories of the ‘good old days before the 
war” ;

Worms That March and Swim. 


Santa Fe Correspondence St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 
Samuel Eldodt, treasurer of New Mexco, 

brought in from his farm in Espanola val- 
ley today a sample dozen of a colony of 
peculiar worme that have been passing 
through that section of the Rilo Grande 
valley for three days past. The colony 
came down from the Santa Fe mountains 
on the east, and is moving westward with 
grea® regularity, covering a ground space 
of about four square miles. No crops were 
molested, but they devoured the wild Vir- 
Zinian in the foothills and the cabbage 
plants in the valley fields as they moved 
along. When they arrived at the Rio 
Grande the front column, nearly six miles 
in length, never faltered, but dropped into 
the water and started for the west bank. 
Mialions of them were carried down by 
the swift current, but millions more reach- 
ed the other shore and again took up their 
westward march. The insects are ‘rom 
three to five inches in lengith, having a 
brown body with yellow and red markings, 
and a projection from the back near the 
tail in the shape of a sharp horn. No such 
visitation was ever before known in that 
locality.
